6. Kari Humphrey voiced her frustration and concern with the dramatic increase in crime,  
 the removal of street lights and a police department that is under staffed. She urged city  
 leaders to do something about the crime problem. 
 
7. Nancy Gdowski expressed concern about the removal of street lights and believes this  
 has contributed to the increase in crime. She is frustrated with driving on deteriorated  
 streets and bridges, paying high property taxes and receiving fewer services.
